The Fear 
of Man brought this Snare upon him. 
-» Fhus was Innocence incarpate treat- 
ed] As a reputed Enemy to the Ci- 
vil Government, Carisr was deliver- 


ed unto the Will of the Chief Priefts, 
and Scibes ;- who, if it had been law- 
ful for them to have put any Man to 


Death, would have ſtoned him as a 
Blaſphemer ; but, as this Power was 
taken from them, the Roman Puniſh- 
ment of Crucifixion was inflicted on 
Him, who knew no Sin, and who
